ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


A duplexer has an asymmetrical antenna port and a symmetrical reception 
output, and therefore can be interconnected (without any intermediate stages) to an 
amplifier with a differential input. A reception bandpass filter is arranged in the 
reception path of the duplexer. The reception bandpass filter can have the 
functionality of a balun. The transmission input of the duplexer can be designed 
symmetrically, in which case a transmission bandpass filter arranged in the 
transmission path should be designed symmetrically on the input side. The 
impedance of the antenna port of the duplexer can differ from the impedance of the 
reception output or the transmission input. No intermediate stages (such as a balun 
or - in cases of impedances that differ between the duplexer and its corresponding 
amplifier - an impedance transformer) are required between the duplexer and the 
amplifier that is interconnected (whether before or after) in the transmission or 
reception path. 
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
